Details : The Aryan Brotherhood of Texas (ABT) is a White 

Supremacist Organization controlled from within the Texas Prison 
System. The ABT's racist philosophies align them with race based 
organizations throughout the country. The ABT is recognized by 
the Texas Department of Corrections as a security threat group. 


The organizational control has historically been 
controlled by five controlling "Generals" who make up the 
"Wheel." "Wheel" members are normally incarcerated within the 
Texas Prison System. Each of the "Wheel" members controls a 
region of Texas. Regions are divided by county. The control is 
exercised through a paramilitary structure with a ranking Major 
in charge of each region and Captains and Lieutenants in charge 
of each representative city or county within the region. In 
2002, a power struggle occurred within the ABT when certain 
members desired a three "Wheel" organization. This struggle over 
organizational structure has resulted in heightened violence 
within the group. 


The ABT is grounded in racial views that are shared by 
other white supremacist groups. The group holds to the 
philosophy that the white race should not be diluted by other 
races.

Maynard’s defense lawyer, 
Kent Anschutz, could not be 
reached for comment. 

The severity of Maynard’s 


sentence was partly because 
he had been on parole for felo- 
ny convictions in 1993 for ag- 
gravated assault with a deadly 
weapon, theft and possession 
of a controlled substance. 

In the most recent case, 
Maynard was accused of or- 
dering the killing of Austin 
gang member Todd Christian.

went wrong when one of the 
would-be assailants turned his 
gun on the other. Shortly after 
Matthew Paulk and Freddie 
Osmer arrived at Christian’s 
appartment complex, allegedly 
intent on murder, Osmer shot 
Paulk in the throat. 

Paulk was arrested for pos- 
session of a Tech 9 semiauto- 
matic pistol. Osmer was arrest- 
ed on a capital murder charge. 
Police said the pair were en 
route to kill Christian, who lived 
at Southpoint. 

Maynard, his brother Frank 
Maynard of Austin and Chris- 
tian also were arrested shortly 
after the incident. 

Austin police were assisted in 
their investigation by the FBI 
and the Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco and Firearms, which have 
tracked the gang for many years 
because of its involvement in 
the interstate trafficking of 
drugs and weapons. It is be- 
lieved to have formed in the 
early 1980s as an offshoot of the 
Aryan Brotherhood, which be- 
gan in California in the 1960s.

Background : 

Captioned organization is primarily a prison-based 
gang, organized circa 1967 in California, migrating to the 
Texas prison system in 1984. Its original intent was to combat 
growing numbers of African American inmates by providing 
protection for whites serving time in prison. 

Prior to 1979 the Texas Department of Criminal Justice 
(TDCJ) maintained control over racial tensions within the prison 
system by segregating entire prison units. Whites, African 
Americans, and Hispanics were housed within different cell blocks 
of the same unit. Job assignments within the prison and field 
work teams were also divided by race. 

Simultaneously in 1979, TDCJ ended its reliance on 
"prison tenders", inmate guards, whose primary duties were to be 
the guards ' eyes and ears and to report inmate activities to the 
prison administration. 

As a result of these and other changes, an authority 
vacuum was created. In this vacuum, racial tension increased, 
resulting in elevated levels of violence and the emergence of 
prison gangs, including the ABT.

Statistics compiled by a study referenced on the 
internet indicated that as of November 2002, there were over 685 
confirmed and 23 0 more suspected ABT Members throughout the TDCJ. 
TDCJ estimated that approximately seventy five to eighty percent 
of these members were incarcerated at any given time. ABT 
Members, not incarcerated, are actively expected to continue to 
assist, support and "score" for members remaining in prison.

The ABT aligns itself with other white supremacy groups 
and believes in a "whites for whites only" society. The ABT 
believes the biggest threat to a white society is not from 
African Americans or Hispanics, but from the Jewish Community. 

ABT members believe the news media, most major corporations, and 
all American and International Banks are controlled by Jews . 

They further believe the Israeli Government has too much 
influence over the United States Government, including Congress 
and the Office of the President. 

While the ABT may hold many racial views shared by 
other Neo-Nazi organizations, this does not prevent them from 
working with groups such as the Mexican Mafia or the Texas 
Syndicate. The ABT has entered into business contracts and 
"treaties" with these and other criminal organizations for the 
sole purpose of making money. As one ABT Members put it "the 
color of money is green." 

ABT members also provide money support through many 
activities including extortion, contract killings, drug 
manufacturing and trafficking, prostitution, and check and credit 
card fraud. Proceeds from these activities are funneled back 
into the ABT organization through mail drops, legitimate bank 
accounts, and deposits into inmate accounts within the TDCJ. 

The ABT is structured as a para-military organization, 
controlled by a Steering Committee (SC) referred to as the 
"Wheel". The Wheel consists of five members commonly referred to 
as Generals or Wheel Members (WM) . Each WM is responsible for a 
geographic area known as a "Region", with complete control over 
the ABT members in his region. Regions are divided by county. 

The Wheel controls both the "free world" and prison activities 
throughout the region through intimidation, coercion, and through 
the sharing of profits from criminal activities.

Man faces up to life 
sentence in attempted 
killing of fellow Aryan 
Brotherhood member

GEORGETOWN — An Aryan 
Brotherhood gang member was 
found guilty Wednesday of 
helping carry out a gun attack 
on a fellow gang member last 
summer. 

Warren Confer and three 
other accused gang members — 
Kimela Trump, 35; Shane 
Sramders, 27; and Matthew Cox, 
31 — were charged with as- 
saulting Shawn Forrest in July 
2002. 

Confer, 32, was the first to 
stand trial; the jury took one 
hour to convict him for partic- 
ipating in the Georgetown 


shooting. The sentencingphase 
of the trial begins today. Confer 
faces up to life in prison. 

Jurors were told that Forrest 
and the four suspects were 
members of the Aryan Broth- 
erhood, a prison gang known 
for drug dealing and other 
criminal activity. Its members 
tend to remain in the gang 
outside of jail and are some- 
times called on to discipline 
each other, witnesses testified. 

• Assistant District Attorney 
Shawn Dick argued that Confer 
played a key role in the group's 
bungled plan to kill Forrest. 
But defense attorney Mike 
Davis said authorities had no 
proof that Confer fired a weap- 
on or intended to kill anyone. 

During the weeMong trial, 
the jury saw videotapes of 
Confer's conversations with 
police and audiotaped jail con- 
versations in which gang 
members planned the shooting. 


A man knocked on the door of 
Forrest's home at 2 a.m. July 22, 
2002, askingfor someone named 
James. Forrest testified that he 
ran the man off, then jumped in 
his own car to follow the man's 
white truck, hoping to get a li- 
cense plate number. 

Forrest said the driver of the. 
truck, Trump, cut off his car. 
Cox emerged from the truck and 
fired at Forrest's car while 
Confer and Saunders hunched 
down on a nearby lawn and 
fired guns, Dick told jurors. The 
15 to 20 bullets hit nearby cars 
and homes, splitting one 
neighbor's fishing pole in two. 
Forrest's pinky and ringfingers 
were cut during the attack. 

After the shooting, Forrest 
chased the truck through the 
neighborhood; one irate neigh- 
bor threw a dog bowl at the 
truck, shattering the back 
window. 

Police eventually stalled the 


chase and arrested Trump. An 
officer found Saunders and 
Confer a few hours later on a 
Georgetown street. Police ar- 
rested Cox later at his home. 

Police said they found two 9 
mm handguns near the scene 
and two rifles in the back seat of 
the truck. 

Dick said Confer was the 
high-ranking gang member of 
the four and, as such, would've 
been in charge of making sure 
Forrest was killed. Confer ini- 
tially told police that he and the 
other three members had gone 
to Forrest's home to get mari- 
juana; later he said the group 
went to collect an $800 drug 
debt. 

At one point. Confer told po- 
lice that he had feared that his 
own life was in danger if he re- 
fused to go along that night.

The ABT has a highly organized 
structure and have been identified as a criminal enterprise that 
employs violence and other criminal activity in order to sustain 
the group's operations and further its political and social 
objectives of maintaining a pure white race. Various criminal 
investigations over the past two years, as well as liaison with 
other federal, state, and local law enforcement agencies have 
developed information on the ABT which show the group's 
dedication to maintaining the purity of the white race and 
maintain its viability as an organization. In furtherance of the 
ABT's goals and objectives, a number of violent criminal acts, to 
include murder, assaults, and drug trafficking have been 
conducted by ABT members . 

In March of 2003 captioned Preliminary Inquiry 
investigation was initiated into possible terrorist activities of 
captioned organization. The ABT leadership and membership is 
dispersed throughout the state of Texas and Texas Prison System. 

The ABT's racist philosophies align them with race based 
organizations throughout the country. The ABT is recognized by 
the Texas Department of Corrections as a security threat group. 

The ABT is grounded in racial views that are shared by other 
white supremacist organizations . The groups hold to the 
philosophy that the white race should not be diluted by other 
races . The ABT is concerned that the white race will one day 
become a minority.

II. 


BACKGROUND INFORMATION ON THE GROUP 


An Interstate Transportation in Aid of Racketeering 
(ITAR) investigation was initiated into the members of the ABT by 
the San Antonio Division in April 2002 following the attempted 
murder of an ABT member in Austin, Texas. A recently rel eased

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Subsequent investigation conducted jointly by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) , Austin Police Department 
(APD) , Harris County Sheriffs Office (Houston) , Texas Department 
of Public Safety (DPS) (Houston, Dallas, Austin), Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (ATF) (Austin, Dallas)', Georgetown 
Police Department, Medina County Sheriffs Office and other 
agencies, has revealed a pattern of criminal activity conducted 
by the ABT throughout Texas . The investigation has also revealed 
the general background and structure of the group as is further 
explained below. 

The ABT traces its origins back to the California 
Department of Corrections in the early 1960s with a group called 
the Aryan Brotherhood. The Aryan Brotherhood is composed of 
white supremacist inmates and ex- convicts who have structured 
themselves into a group who have shown to be criminally active 
both inside and outside of the prison system. Although the ABT 
is not directly related to the Aryan Brotherhood, the ABT is 
modeled after the Aryan Brotherhood's organizational structure 
and purpose. 

The ABT is a white supremacist organization centrally 
controlled from within the Texas Department of Corrections with 
ties to race based organizations throughout the country. The ABT 
is recognized by the Texas Department of Corrections as a 
security threat group. The organizational control stems from 
five (5) controlling "Generals" who make up "the Wheel" and who 
are normally incarcerated within the Texas Prison System. Each 
of the Wheel members controls a region of Texas which is divided 
up by county. The region "seats" include Dallas/Ft. Worth, 
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Austin/San Antonio, Amarillo/Lubbock, El Paso and Houston. The 
control is exercised through a paramilitary stiructure with a 
ranking Major in charge of each region and Lieutenants and 
Captains in charge of each representative city or county within 
the region. There are more than 1,000 documented ABT members in 
Texas . 


Based on numerous interviews with members and 
associates of the ABT, reviews of ABT correspondence and 
photographs, conversations with other investigators, reviews of 
investigative reports, and experience in training, the following 
information has been determined. ABT members are required to 

maintain contact with each other both inside and out side of 

prison. This contact is normally maintained throuqhl I

ranking members then hold regular meetings to further 
communicate. The activity within each region includes the 
trafficking of illegal drugs, to include methamphetamine, cocaine 
and marijuana, the trafficking of firearms, contract murders and 
public corruption. The ABT as an organization promotes' the 
"purity" of the white race and aligns itself with other race 
based organizations and groups . 
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Based on interviews with numerous ABT members and 
associates, reviews of the ABT Constitution and Creed, and 
investigation conducted to date, investigators have determined 
that one of the racially based philosophies of the ABT is to 
"keep the whites for the whites" and to prevent other races from 
diluting the purity of the white race . They have concerns that 
the members of the white race will one day become a minority 
themselves . ABT members therefore "preach" their philosophy to 
not only their children, but to young people who are attracted to 
their lifestyle. They utilize white supremacist information 
available through the internet and other books and publications 
which they refer to as "religious literature" as a basis to 
spread their philosophies . 

The racial views of the ABT are shared by other white 
supremacist and neo-Nazi groups such as the American Nazi Party, 
the Aryan Nations, the Silent Brotherhood, and the White Aryan 
Resistance. Along with distinctive, identifying ABT tattoos, 
most members have race based tattoos common to many of those 
groups to include swastika and SS related tattoos, along with 
"white power," "white pride" and skinhead type tattoos. 
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Politically, the Aryan Brotherhood of Texas members are 
encouraged to, "get politicians in pocket" and "get more 
political." They are encouraged to accomplish this thru bribery, 
coercion thru their illegal narcotics trafficking. These efforts 
are promoted in part in order to prevent perceived wrongs such as 
"blacks" and "Orientals" being able to acquire food stamps and 
welfare "no questions asked" while white people are forced to 
complete endless paperwork to do the same.

ABT, their members are encouraged to recruit persons

The attempts to accomplish their overall goals have 
resulted in more than five murders and five attempted murders in 
Texas with known ties to the ABT within the past two years. The 
reputation gained from using force and intimidation empowers the 
members and associates of the ABT and furthers their goals of 
profiting from illegal activity and pursuing a pure white race.
